It previously had heen announced 
that the first examinations would 
be held in January in 74 skill levels 
in 27 three-digit MOS’s. All of the 
gradings will be tied into the En- 
listed’ Evaluation System set up 
under the new Enlisted Manage- 
ment Program. 

The second round of proficiency 
tests—in 19 skill levels in eight 
three-digit MOSs—will be staged 
in all commands from I6 to 31 
March, The third round—in 24 
levels in eight three-digit MOS’s— 
will be held from 16 to 30_April 
next year. 


(With this story, Army Times, 
is publishing the lists o of second 
and third round MOS’s to be 
tested, together with titles, the 
numbers of the test and pam- 
phlets and the highest EM eligi- 
ble grades. The lists appear on 
Page 20). 


Results of the tests, and unit 
commanders’ evaluation reports, 
were ordered. forwarded to the 
Army’s new Enlisted Evaluation 
Center at Fort Ben Harrison, Ind. 
Ultimately, scoring and cut-off 
scores for proficiency pay will be 
made Armywide.

WASHINGTON, —Rules setting up an enlistment option 
program, under which a man may enlist or reenlist for a 
specific occupation, will be published within two or three 


weeks, Army Times. learned this 
week. 


To be numbered 601-215, the new- 
regulation will be effective 1 Jan- 
uary. 

The “Career Group” program is 
a little known part of the new En- 
in- 
volves converting the branch op- 
tion to a new set of options based 


- on the 10 Army occupational areas. 


More specifically, these will be 
career groups within the. occupa- 
tional areas. 


Basically, the new career group 
option will guarantee the appli 
cant training, either on-the-job or 
formal classroom schooling, in one 
of about 60 career groups he may 
choose. The applicant will have to 
meet certain prerequisites which 
have always been required for 
other options. 


For example, the applicant must 
achieve a score of 100 in the apti- 
tude area pertaining to the career 
group of his choice. He must also 
attain a score of 90 or higher In at 
least two other aptitude areas. 
Other qualifications may be stipu- 
lated for certain career groups. 

In addition, the options will be 
subject to quotas. 

In explaining the program, 
Army said: 

“This new career group option 
is almost tailor-made for the bright 
young man or woman who, for 
some reason, does not come 
equipped with a high school di 
ploma.” 

The new option is based on the 
structure of the Army’s enlisted 
classification of jobs in 10 broad 
areas—combat, electronics, cléri- 
eal, graphics, etc. These groupings 
are called occupational areas. 

The next refinement in the sys- 
tem is a grouping of specific jobs 
which are closely related. The lat- 
ter grouping has received the new 
name of “Career Groups.”

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‘Infantry Experts Ask 
Small, Tough Units

FORT BENNING, Ga.—Smaller, 
lighter, faster-moving, harder-hit- 
ting combined arms units should 
make up the infantry of the future, 
conferees here decided at the first 
world-wide infantry conference to 
be held- since _1946. 

Results of the conference and 
its. recommendations are. expected 
to play a major part in the organi- 
zation, training and equipping of 
the Army’s infantry divisions for 
the next five to 10 years, according 
to Maj. Gen. Paul Freeman, Infan- 
try Center commander under 
whose supervision the conference 
was held. 

The last infantry conference 
made recommendations which were 
adopted to modify the War II tri-

Recom- 
mendations of this conference will 
probably be the-blueprint for the 
Army of 1960 through 1965.

Allied Aid 


HE Administration “line” 

on free world defense in 
case of limited war has long 
been based on the use of allied 
ground forces, backed up by 
American air and seapower. 

Since the end of the Korea con- 
flict, this argument has been used 
to justify America’s build-up of air 
and sea forces while progressively 
curtailing its strength on the 
ground. ‘ 

Secretary Neil McElroy indi- 
cated recently that thinking on 
this score has not changed. At 
a press conference following his 
world tour he said a U.S. Army 
of 870,000 will be adequate to “our 
global commitments in considera- 
tion of the allied forces that are 
in being and in consideration of 
the other forces that we have — 
Air Force, Navy, Marines.” 

* 


Before this precept acquires, by 
mere reiteration, the unassailable 
character of. something handed 
down on Mount Sinai, perhaps it 
should be examined from several 
directions. Mr. McElroy is sure to 
repeat it when he goes before com- 
mittees of Congress in support of 
the new budget and he ought to 
he closely questioned. 

The Administration’s ideal little 
war would be fought by an ally on 
the. ground, by our own people in 
air and on sea. However, on at 
least one recent occasion (in Leb- 
anon) it was not possible to stave 
off a potential aggression with 
troops on the spot for the very 
good reason that few of them ex- 
isted. Our own marines and sol- 
diers had to be scraped together 
and dumped into the country, 
thereby weakening to a degree the 
areas from which they were 
brought. 

We may suppose that such a sit- 
uation will recur. It will certainly 
be our only recourse in trouble 
spots demanding high quality in 
troops, rather than quantity, as 
was the case in Lebanon. 

Should more than one outpost 
the allied world have to be 
manned at the.same time and

to see how we could manage

Suppose, further, that the threat 
against which our troops were sent 
as a buttress actually exploded 
into a war of what has come to 
be called a “limited” nature. If

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NASA Loses Grab for A 
Missile Agency and Scientists 


WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower last week approved an exécutive order trans- 
ferring one Army’s space installation to the new federal space agency but allowed the Army 
to keep its ballistic missile agency at Huntsville, Ala. Since. the order was 


compromise proposed by the Army, 
the decision was a clear-cut vic- 
tory for the service in a highly 
publicized controversy with the 
recently created National Aero- 
nautic and Space Administration 
(NASA). 

NASA wanted the Army’s team 
of scientists at Huntsville and its 
laboratory and arsenal facilities 
there. Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris, 
military director, and Dr. Werner 
von Braun, scientific leader at 
Huntsville, bitterly opposed such 
a move. 

They suggested instead that 
NASA take over the Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory at Caltech, Pasa- 
dena, Calif., which is operated by

civilian scientists under contract 
with the Army. 

President Eisenhower approved 
the Army’s suggestion. After he 
signed the executive order, the 
Army and NASA signed two con- 
tracts covering operation of both 
Huntsville and JPL. 

JPL will be under direct com- 
mand of NASA but will continue 
to work on current Army projects 
such as the Sergeant guided mis- 
sile program, special intelligence 
investigations, secure communica- 
tions research and aerodynamic in- 
vestigations.

‘Lobber’ Carries 50-Pound 
Load in First Firing Test

SAN DIEGO, Calif. — The first 
successful firing of the Lobber, a 
supersonic ballistic cargo missile, 
has been announced by the Convair 
division of General Dynamics Corp 

J. V. Naish, president of the Con- 
vair division, said the nine foot 
long solid propellant missile car- 
ried a 50 pound payload intact over 
a six mile desert range at Camp 
Irwin, Calif, 

The new missile, which could 
revolutionize transportation plan- 
ning, is said to be the fore-runner 
of a missile that will carry cargoes 
of food, ammunition and medicine.

LOBBER, which can soar through 


‘| the air at speeds up to 1500 miles 


per hour, is a highly mobile cargo 
missile with portable launching ap- 
paratus. Naish said it can be moved 
by a team of as few as three men 
and operated in the field to sup- 
ply isolated troops or advanced 
units. 

At least 70 percent of the Lobber 
missile is recoverable for re-use. 
A parachute slows down the mis- 
sile toward the end of its journey 
to protect the payload, Naish said. 
He also pointed out that the nose 
cone is shock absorbent and helps 
save the payload. 

Another possible use of a Lobber- 
type ‘missile would be the replace- 
ment of conventional aircraft to 
deliver food and other supplies to 
Berlin in-.the event the city is 
blockaded: again: Naish, however, 
declined to comment on this. 

More test. firings of the missile 
are scheduled later this month at 
Yuma, Ariz.

UNDER A SECOND agreement, 
the Army Ordnance Missile Com- 
mand (AOMC) was given full au- 
thority over Huntsville and its 
team of 2100 scientists and tech- 
nicians there. It agreed, however, 
to cooperate fully with NASA if 
the civilian space agency has need 
of Huntsville facilities. This would 
be done under contract: with 
NASA, with the latter keeping full 
control over. any special NASA 
project at Huntsville. 

JPL, a*university-operated facil- 
ity; employs about 2300 persons 
and about $55-million worth of 
property is involved in the trans- 
fer. About 55 percent of the work 
there centers around the Army’s 
development of the Sergeant mis- 
sile and that work is expected to 
be completed in a few months so 
that the Army need for use of a 
wind tunnel there will have been 
fulfilled. 

Thus the Army was planning to 
phase out a great deal of its con- 
tracts with JPL and concentrate on 
its developments at Huntsville any- 
how, so the JPL loss to the Army 
is not considered much of a™blow.

AT A NEWS conference after 
the White House announcement, 
NASA Director T. Keith Glennan 
and Deputy Defense Secretary 
Donald A. Quarles emphasized the 
“amicable” niature of the agree- 
ment. But it was clear from a num- 
ber of things said that most of the 
compromising had been done by 
NASA in the agreements with the 
Army. 

For .instance, at one point, Dr. 
Glennan referred to “shortcom- 
ings” in the agreements, then 
hastily added he was fully in ac- 
cord with the President’s decision.

L. Lemnitzer, vice chief of staff 
of the Army, and contained little

FORT LEWIS, Wash.—Excercise

300 trips in the sea-to-land shuttle, 
are still jubilant over the success 
of the operation, 

So, apparently, is the Navy, 
which sent a glowing account of 
the copter-borne invasion.

Line-of-Sight 


FORT GORDON, Ga. — A practi- 
cal demonstration of line-of-sight 
transmission is now possible 
through. an ingenious device de- 
veloped by Sgt. Lewis A. McGovern 
of Instr. Co. D at the Signal Train- 
ing Center here. 

Sgt. MeGovern is an instructor 
in the Radio Relay and Carrier Op- 
erations Course at the Center. 

During the course of instruction, 
Sgt. McGovern found almost 85 per- 
cent of the students were having 
a difficult time grasping the tech- 
niques of antenna alignment and 
positioning. 

In actual practice antennas 
must be positioned so there will 
be no obstruction to disrupt 
communication, and they must 
be pointed correctly toward each 
other. To demonstrate this posi- 
tioning in the classroom, Sgt. 
McGovern developed a device 
which transmits voice waves 
through a flashlight beam. The 
instructor, Sgt. McGovern, speaks 
through a telephone handset 
which causes the light to flash.

In a presentatiyn delivered dur- 
ing the second day of the world- 
wide Infantry Conference at Fort 
Benning, Dr. Meredith P. Crawford 
said the Army’s training program 
must prepare the ground soldier to 
live and fight in small groups where 


“leadership will be important, di- 
rect and personal.” 


Speaking to the more than 200 
military leaders gathered here for 
‘a five-day conference, Dr. Crawford 
-declared that_the infantry soldier 
has never been as important as he 
is today, 

“As we consider the prospect 
for armed conflict of any kind, be 
it limited war or global atomic 
struggle, the infantryman will be 
required to apply force in a dis- 
criminating manner to defend 
friendly terrain, to seize and hold 
enemy terrain,” he said. 

“The ground combat soldier will 
have to go in early, and he will 
have to stay. He will have to be 
reinforced and replaced by others 
like him, depending on the length 
of the conflict.” 

Dr. Crawford told the conferees 
that soldiers now are not learning 
all that they should and that the 
Army’s training program must ac- 
complish more. He also told the 
infantry leaders that training must 
be more clearly pointed toward the 
requirements of the future. He 
said, however, that “some research 
techniques are already available 
for the solution of both problems.”

FORT BENNING, Ga. — “The 
Infantry can no longer rely on the 
mach .004 speed of the foot sol- 
dier,” delegates to the Infantry 
Conference were told by Col. Lee 
Wallace of the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff College.

1970.

He listed such items as 
the immediate knowledge of re- 
sults which enable the learner to 
correct his mistakes as soon as 


-they are made and which keep up 


his motivation, and the develop- 
ment of the new pop-up electronic 
target, known as Punchy Pete. 

He also discussed Task Basictrain 
which is being studied at Fort 
Benning in an effort to provide a 
new method of: basic training. 

Another research project, Task 
Rifleman, is directed towards the 
requirements of the infantry sol- 
dier in the 1962-65 period, he told 
the conferees. 


Dr. Crawford said the primary 
objective of training research is to 
imerease the proficiency of the 
graduates of the Army’s training 
programs and to reduce training 
time and cost. The Infantry Human 
Research Unit has found in a pre- 
liminary study that it is possible 
to reduce basic combat training 
time from eight to four weeks 
among those soldiers in the ‘upper 
aptitude scale.

ON DISPLAY during the con- 
ference was a large array of per- 
sonal clothing and equipment which 
the Quartermaster Corps is plan- 
ning in support of tomorrow’s in- 
fantryman. 

Spectators saw the latest items of 
protective clothing, including mine 
clearance, fire fighting, cold-dry 
weather and cold-wet weather suits, 
surgical gowns of a paper composi- 
tion and “flying saucers” of a rub- 
ber composition—dise-shaped liq- 
uid containers capable of being cast 
from aircraft and of sailing through 
the air carrying 50 gallons of water, 
gasoline or other liquids to fighting 
troops. 

One of the greatest points of in- 
terest was the “building” in which 
the display was exhibited, a geo- 
desic dome of rubberized nylon fab- 
ric with an exterior framework of 
aluminum beams. Thirty feet high 
and 57 feet in diameter, the dome 
is under test by the Army for air- 
craft maintenance in the field but 
it may be adapted for any num- 
ber of uses. Easily transportable 
in a truck trailer, it stows into a 
compact form of slightly more than 
600 pounds. Six men may erect the 
dome, using two 10-foot ladders 
in about 12 hours.

New Body Armor Protects Against Mines'..*: 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—The Quar- 
termaster Corps has developed and 
is making limited issue of protec- 
tive clothing to make a little safer 
the dirty job of mine clearing. 

The new armor comes in five 
parts. There are trousers and jack- 
et of white 4-ply nylon which give 
protection to arms, legs and the 
lower body, a lightweight arfnored 
vest for additional protection for 
the chest and stomach, an attach- 
ment to protect the throat, and a 
face and head protector, including 
shatterproof goggles to fit over the 
helmet. 

“Mine clearance armor is de- 
signed to be worn as a ballistic lin- 





er under the combat clothing,” 
QM explanatory statement says. “It 
is sufficient to protect solders from 
the effects of mines exploding near- 
by, but will not provide enough 
protection when a soldier steps on 
a mine himself.” 

Thé additional protection pro- 
vided by the vest over the suit 
gives the effect of a 12-ply protec- 
tion to the chest, equal to that 
given by the standard infantry 
armored vest. .

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© EDITORIALS 
Rolling Over 


A faint breeze moving through Pentagon 
corridors, these days could whip up into a 
storm by the time it reaches the U.S. hinter- 
Jand, Conversely, it may die off into a flurry 
of inconsequentiality. 


The question presently at issue among 
many noncoms and some officers in the big 
headquarters building is: “Why . shouldn't 
service owners of house trailers be allowed to 
take them overseas at government expense?” 
Underlying the thought is the fact that men 
receiving overseas transfer orders often are 
not allowed enough time to dispose of their 
trailers without loss to their investment. 
Since the sum tied up may be quite large, 
this often works a hardship on the trans- 
planted family. 

Spurring the discussion now is the recent 
inauguration of an ingenious method of 
transporting household goods overseas. Em- 
ploying the Navy’s new roll-on-roll-off 
“Comet” ships, goods are now driven aboard 
in huge containers, driven off on the other 
side of the ocean. Very little loading, unload- 
ing or stevedoring work is necessary. 

This could save considerable money for 
the government, if the trailer is viewed as 
just another container. Something similar 
has already been done in the case of Gyro- 
scope units moving from Fort Bragg, N. C., 
to Germany. Commercial trailers containing 
the household goods were driven aboard at 
Wilmington, N. C., disembarked at a Euro- 
pean port, and rolled down the highway to 
the new station. 

Additional money could be saved by thus 
reducing the construction of permanent 
housing abroad and the renting of costly off- 
post housing for troops. Admittedly, the 
services might have to put water and sewage 
facilities into trailer parks, but this would 
undoubtedly cost less than home construc- 
tion. 

Such a program, of course, might not sit 
well with foreign landlords who savor the 
Yankee dollars now paid by U.S. citizens for 
off-post housing. They might also object to 
the sometimes garish appearance of trailer 
parks. 

On the other hand, critical housing short- 
ages exist in many foreign countries and 
every American mobile home taken over 
there would free a home for a national of the 
country to which it was sent. 

Other obstacles remain: 

@ It would take an act of Congress to 
allow mobile homes to be shipped abroad at 
government expense. 

@ It would involve changes in status- 
of-forces agreements with foreign nations. 
Such negotiations might require many 
months. 

@ No American type trailer parks now 
exist abroad.

New Slant

The editorial, “It’s Debatable” in the 29 
November issue, referring to the fuzzy- 
headed Commentary by Warrant Officer 
Coffie (“New Slant on Soldiers”) is some- 
thing Army Times should apologize for.

Why the vehemence? A long-distance 
look at the suggestion proposed by Mr.

The constant fluctuations in pay alone, 
as Army Times mentioned, would be 
enough to effectively kill the service. 

But: even more idealistic, Mr. Coffie’s 
proposal is based on the rather naive as- 
sumption that all men are good .. . that all 
individuals in positions of authority, from 
second lieutenant to general, commission- 
ed from civilian life, ROTC or the Mili- 
tary Academy, possess the same standards 
of duty and honor and that they would 
unfailingly, and immediately, recognize 
the worth of the “soldier” who was pipe- 
lined into their organization. 

The logical extension of Mr. Coffie’s 
idea is actually Utopia, for if we lived in 
a world where such a system could fune- 
tion effectively we would have no need 
for any armed forces at all. 

Of course, there is another approach to 
the problem. If Mr. Coffie’s suggestion 
is workable, why not let the same sy@tem 
function up the line as well. Why should 
not a division commander choose his- regi- 
mental commanders, the regimental com- 
mander his battalion and company com- 
manders?: But who would pick those 
members of the Army's “third estate” . .-. 
the warrant officers? 

Or maybe we should retrogress to the 
old British system of selling commissions 

with the added modern refinement of 
selling non-commissioned officers, war- 
rants. 





Rescue

This is to clarify some of the facts in 
the article which appeared in the 8 No- 
vember Army Times (“Soldier, Pilot Res- 
cued After Six Days on Glacier,” released 
at Fort Richardson, Alaska). I would like 
to correct a few details which are in error 
regarding the pick-up of Sgt. Wiedemann 
and Mr. Oldham on the Nebesna Glacier. 

First, Sgt. Wiedemann was told by Mr. 
Oldham to remain with the aircraft until/a 
rescue party arrived. This is a cardinal 
rule when flying in the Arctic. Sgt. 
Wiedemann left the area despite repeated 
arguments against his leaving. 

Second, Sgt. Wiedemann could have 
been picked up one day earlier and would 
not have had to sleep out at -35 degree 
weather. 

Third, Mr. Oldham did not have .a fire 
burning at the time of the pick-up. 

Fourth, Mr. Oldham was picked up on 
the seventh night. 

Fifth, the’ helicopter used was a Sikeor- 
sky H-34A. 

Sixth, the crew also consisted of SP-5 
Erwin H. Jones and SP-5 Joseph N. Ra- 
pozo, without whom the mission could not 
have been accomplished. 

Seventh, the H-34 proceeded diréctly to 
the glacier in hopes of an early pick-up: 
On return to Guikana a landing was made 
in a river bed to refuel the helicopter from 
barrels of gasoline which were carried 
aboard for this purpose. Fuel used sub- 
sequent to this was 91/96 octaine which is 
not suitable for this helicopter.in normal 
operation: , 

Eight, Sgt. Wiedemann’s trek out of the 
glacier accomplished only six miles and 
there was evidence that he had been stag- 
gering around in the same area for some 
time. If he had been capable of swimming 
a glacier-fed river with many ‘ice floes and 
had the stamina to walk at least 65 miles 
as the crow flies to civilization he would 
have made it, provided his frozen feet 
lasted. 

Ninth, moral of this story should read, 
stay with the aircraft. This wetry to im- 
press upon the personnel in the theater. 
In this case, this was not obeyed and re- 
quired an additional risk to the crew.

cluding bales of hay) and carried. 

Another difference from 1921 is 
that today’s. soldier cries bloody 
murder if he does not have ham 
and eggs for breakfast. In those 
days we had stew (slum) for break- 
fast, and liked it. 

Today’s soldiers move from one 
eamp to another in airplanes, 
trucks, trains and motor vehicles. 
I wonder what the next 37 years 
will bring for the soldier to travel 
in. IT am sure it will net be on 
foot.

‘|Gear That Tracks Course 


FORT ORD, Calif. — The Army 
Combat Development Experimenta- 
tion Center is currently experi- 
menting with instruments which 
may change land navigation for all 
types of military vehicles to a 
simple formula, 

The instruments were developed 
by the Army Engineer Research 
and Development Laboratories at 
Fort Belvoir, Va., to guide vehicles 
to a desired destination through the 
use of a mechanical computer. 

Consisting of four component 
units, the system may be mounted 
in most any type of Army vehicle, 
from jeep to heavy tank. The equip- 
ment provides information as to 
vehicle heading and position in map 
coordinates at all times. In addi- 
tion, direction to home base, and 
distance and direction to destina- 
tion are available on demand. 

The four units are a gyrocom- 
pass, position computer, odometer 
transmitter, and power supply. The

With the outbreak of a limited 
war, the United States also as- 
sumes that the ground troops of 
others of our allies will be at hand 
to supplement our own, thus. fur- 
ther decreasing our need to main- 
tain a large force at all times.

Is this a safe assumption? Re- 
cent history indicates it is not. 

We ourselves, for example, did 
not care to support the French and 
British on their excursion to 
Egypt. On the other hand, the 
rest of the free world—except Na- 
tionalist China—would almost cer- 
tainly decline to join us in any 
serious effort against Red China. 

Through the years, American 
foreign policy has been based on 
the belief that what is good for 
America is good for the world. We 
are continually being surprised by 
foreigners who do not see things 
from our point of view, who on 
occasion wi'l not help us fight 
(even to save themselves), will not 
trust our motives, will not love us. 

Even supposing that we could 
prevail upon a sizeable allied force 
to combine with us on the ground, 
it would be at least pertinent to 
inquire into-their motivations. If 
the help is given grudgingly and 
is not fully backed up by public 
opinion in the countries concerned, 
the troops will not fight with whole 
hearts. This must inevitably af- 
fect their quality, hence their per- 
formance.

Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood, Army chief of staff from 
1910 to 1914, and a hero of the 
Spanish-American War. 

From the early part of January 
1941 until the post closed in 1946, 
Fort Wood trained some 300,000 
troops. Such famous divisions as 
the 6th, 8th, 75th, 97th and the 
70th trained here during War II. 
The business of activating an 
Army post started all over again 
for Fort Wood in 1950, shortly 
after American troops begari fight- 
ing in Korea. Work barely got 
underway between the time the 
order to reactivate the was 
signed 1 Aug. and the timé the 
first troops arrived in September. 

This time Fort Wood supported 
one division engaged in replace- 
ment training rather than a pro- 
cession of divisions being trained 
for shipment into combat.

Ratings Inconclusive 
For Enlisted Men 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.: Para- 
graph 8 of AR 623-201 describes an 
Excellent efficiency rating as 
“Above average in the majority of 
elements in comparison to all 
others in_like grade and responsi- 
bility,” and Good as the normal 
exceptation (they meant expecta- 
ion in C2) of an individual.

TO BEGIN WITH, the question should not be: 
“where should I study” but “what should I study.” 
And even with it there is an enormous amount of 
leeway. Rocket engineering and space travel are 
new sciences which think new thoughts and do new 
things. Nevertheless they are based on existing 
sciences. 

Just how many different sciences are involved 
can best. be explained by way of an example which 
will soon come true, The example is the firing of 
a manned “capsule” into an orbit around the earth 
with subsequent re-entry into the atmosphere and 
recovery. Now the rocket which carries the capsule 
is, of course, the work of an engineer or, more pre- 
cisely, a team of engineers. So is the design of the 
capsule itself, but this has been done in steady con- 
sultation with medical experts and physiologists. 

The fuels of the rocket are in the realm of the 
chemist. All of the many.instruments which track 
the path of the rocket and inform the ground station 
how everything works arein the domain of the elec- 
tronic engineer. The calculations of the orbit itself 
had to.be performed. by astrenomers or else by 
mathematicians with a good working knowledge of 
astronomical circumstances and physical laws. Slow- 
ing down the capsule so that it will re-enter the at- 
mosphere is again the job of the rocket engineer. 
But what happens after the capsule-has re-entered 
the atmosphere is essentially in the realm of the 
aeronautical engineer. 

As can be understood from this example, a 


; single experiment involves representatives of half 


’ omer. He can even be in the field of rocket engi- 


a dozen different sciences. A man can be in the field 
of rocket engineering because he is a mechanical 
engineer, an elé¢ttronics engineer or an aeronautical 

, or aerodynamicist. But a man can also 
be in the field of rocket engineering because he is 
a physicist, a chemist, a mathematician or an astron- 


neering because he is a physician or a physiologist 
who has specialized in those sub-divisions of his 
own science which are known ag aviation or space 
medicine. : 
In other words the young man who wants to 
make rocket engineering his career mu3t be an en- 
gineer first. Or a physicist, a mathematician, a 
chemist or an-astronomer. Only after he masters 
his own science should he acquire the specialization 
which makes him a rocket engineer, or else a 
mathematician or physicist and so forth engaged 
in rocket work. 
Actually the requirement even goes a bit farther. 

To be a good rocket engineer a man must be more 
than a good engineer who has specialized in rocket 
work. He must be able to handle the necessary 
mathematics. He should be able to understand a 
chemical treatise on fuels. He must be able to read 
astronomical texts without getting lost in thé proc- 
ess. He should be familiar with the results of space 
médicine, even if he may have to consult a physi- 
cian when it comes to medical detail. And it does 
not harm him at all if he can read German and 
French and maybe Russian, 
* * 

THE ADVICE to somebody (male or female) 
who has the drive to get into the rocket field is to 
acquire a scientific education which is as broad and 
far-ranging as his or her brain can possibly hold. 
Of course in this broad education there must be a 
kind of center line so that the student, when fin- 
ished, can answer that he is an engineer or an elec- 
tronics man or a physicist. After that, and only 
after that, should specialization in the field of roc- 
ketry begin. 
Maybe, a few years from now, some university 
will devise such a broad and at the same time spe- 
cialized course which might be called “astronautics.” 
Then we would also be able to answer the question 
of “where” one should study.

This seemed reasonable, 
and someone with a little more imagination sug- 
gested the installation of radio receivers in the 
helmets of all the players. 

Pretty soon, other professional teams learned 
about it and one Sunday all 22 players in the start- 
ing lineups were wired for sound. A few things 
went wrong (one sensitive tackle nearly went crazy 
from the static noises) but by and large, the first 
fullscale attempt at using radio was fairly success- 
ful. 

But by the second week, the thing got so com- 
plicated the existence of football itself was 
threatened. Both teams found themselves using 
more men on their private radio networks than 
they had suited up for the football team. One 
of the teams, the Minneapolis Redskins, had the 
following men-on the payroll: 

Viewing station A — in the end zone; two spot- 
ters, One coder, one operator, one engineer, one 
liaison man. 

Viewing station B — atop the press box; same 
crew as station A, 

Two countermeasure stations — in’hidden parts 
of the stadium. One station specialized in jamming 
noises, the other tried to intercept and decode the 
enemy sending stations. Sixteen men were involved, 
plus a mechanic who pulled constant maintenance 
on an IBM ecard sorter machine. 

One filter center — near the hot dog concession. 
lt coordinated and relayed the information from 
the other stations, acted as traffic controller and 
dispatched maintenance men and coffee where 
needed. This required nine men, including four 
foot messengers. 

One reception unit — on the bench, next to the 
coach. This required seven men, consisting of radio

tenance man and two electricians. a 


In addition, there were twe standby 
crews (total of six men) in the stands,

This required 65 men on the 
wire network inside the stadium, for each team. 
The electronics experts were getting paid more than’ 
the players. < : 

THE MANAGEMENT of hoth teams would have 
been willing to put up with the cost and compli- 
cation, if the system worked. But the minor prob- 
lems made the radio system more trouble than it 
was worth. | 

One lonesome end, for example, suffered second- 
degree burns on both ears when a hard block caused 
a short circuit in the end’s receiver. One running 
guazd got so interested in “Dragnet” that he missed 
two blocking assignments, causing losses of 17 and 
19 yards. 

One halfback suffered a severe jolt during a 
line plunge and hig receiver got switched to the 
wrong channel; He staried receiving a Yellow 
Cab dispatcher, who sent him to 5th Street and 
Hennepin Ave. te pick up two gentlemen who 
had to get to the airport in a hurry. A gate guard 
stopped the halfbcak just as he was about to 
leave the stadium, in the middle of the second 
quarter. 

A near disaster was averted by an alert safety 
officer when a test missile from a nearby range ac- 
cidentally homed in on a quarterback fading back 
on his own 14 yard line. The safety officer pressed 
the “destruct” button just in time, and the missile 
exploded harmlessly 300 feet over the stadium. 

It is reported, however, that one team now is 
experimenting with a tiny’ radar, carried in the 
shoulder pads, which could be used in pass defense 
Another team is experimenting with infra-red com- 
munications between the passer and receiver.

Active duty agreements, as pres- 
ently proposed, are bound to be far 
more expensive than present prac- 
tice. They are unlikely to achieve 
the goals set for them.

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VERY hour on the hour 

someone somewhere in 

this favored land sits down at 
a typewriter, crunches up his 
forehead, screws his courage 
to the foolish point, and bats 
out a gee-whiz newspaper or 
magazine piece about how the 
big bands are coming back. 

But the fact of the matter is that 
the big bands are not coming back, 
and nbd amount of wishful thinking, 
published or unpublished, will 
make it so. Because of television, 
fewer ballrooms, a horrible perver- 
sion of the blues known as rock ’n’ 
roll, the absence of “stage shows” 
in movie houses, the 20 percent 
cabaret tax in night clubs, and you 
name it, big bands have an extreme- 
ly tough row to hoe today. Jazz may 
be big business now, but the jazz 
groups that make it are the small 
combos. 

For the past decade, only three 
“big name” bandleaders have been 
able to keep a big jazz band on 
the road, working steadily. One of 
these is Woody Herman, and here’s 
how Woody answered a question 
as to whether the big band busi- 
ness is better now than it was 
last year; or five years ago: 

“I can’t answer that question,” 
he said, ‘ because there is no sta- 
bility to the business. It will be 
good for a few months and then 
it becomes a struggle. The main 
trouble is that we’ve lost the 
kids,” 

But all is not lost because of the 
musically illiterate rock ’n’ roll 
gang, according to Woody. As he 
told me: “The colleges save us. 
Once the kids reach college age 
something happens and they sud- 
denly become interested in our 
music, in ‘azz, We need the college 
students. Without them, we’d be 
out of business.”

Holly 
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Dates From Pagan Times 


| Sgecvas before there was a Christmas, cheerful green sprigs of holly were used as decora- 
tions. Winter cold withered the foliage of the mighty oak and most other trees of the 
forest, but the holly retained its prickly green leaves and bright red berries. This seemed 





miraculous to ancient men, and 
they developed many curious be- 
liefs and practices about the plant, 
reports the National Geographic 
Society. 

Pagan Germans used holly in 
celebrations marking the return of 
the sun from its southward pilgri- 
mage. Druids placed holly in their 
dwellings as a shelter for sylvan 
spirits threatened by frost and win- 
ter winds. Ancient Romans sent 
gifts of holly to friends during the 
great December festival of Saturn. 
Superstitious Romans also planted 
holly to protect their property from 
lightning. 

Greeks distributed holly as a sign 
that the recipient would have the 
foresight to overcome his troubles. 
Some Britons still consider if un- 
lucky to introduce holly into a 
house before Christmas Eve. 
Medieval herbalists — the pre- 
cursors of present-day physicians— 
used holly as a remedy for every- 
thing from colic and gout to brok- 
en bones, Pennsylvania Indians 
wove holly twigs into their shields 
in the belief that they would make 
them invincible in battle. 

Holly’s very attractiveness to 
man almost led to its undoing. 
Plant poachers stripped forests of 
holly, and it has been wiped out in 


many areas of the United States.

DETROIT. — George Romney,

to Washington, D. C. 

Remembering the address is 
easy . enough. Simply “White 
House” will do. 

Whatever the card, it won't be 
nearly as elaborate. as the Christ- 
mas greetings the Vaughns re- 
ceived last year from President and 
Mrs. Eisenhower. Nor will it be as 
formal as the invitation. that ar- 
rived for the President’s. second 
inauguration in 1957. 

Vaughn is the NCOIC of the 
medical section at the Nike installa- 
tion in Redmond, Wash. He was 
one of the medical staff members 
who cared for the President during 
his illness at Fitzsimons Hospital 
in Denver in the fall of 1955. 

Vaughn’s* chores included shav- 


ing the President, helping with 
bed baths and “keeping him com- 
pany.” 

“Tt shook plenty the first couple 
times I shaved him,” Vaughn re- 
called. “But he knew that we all 
were nervous and tried to put us 
at ease.” 

“We treated him about the same 
as any other cardiac patient,” 
Vaughn said. “He and I used to talk 
about the Army and all the sports 
—anything except his job.” 

Vaughn’s mementos of serving 
President Eisenhower include a 
lithographed copy of one of the 
President’s paintings of Abraham 
Lincoln. On the bottom of the 
copy is inscribed: 

“With mg grateful thanks for 
your long hours of care and of self- 
less service ina critical time—from 
your friend, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
November, 1955.”’

400 patients. Then, the divisions 
included general medicine, general 
surgical and venereal, but with 


‘the passing years its professional 


services ‘and facilities kept pace 
with every modern medical ad- 
vance. At one time in the hospi- 
tal's history, the patients peak load 
reached 72,000 in 1945 when both 
the Crissy Field and Dante Annex 
were being used. : 

After War II the hospital was 
reduced in capacity, expanded for 
the Korean Conflict, and has since 
established a 900-bed capacity. 
However, professional services 
have never been reduced, whatever 
the needs in numbers during war 
and peace periods.
